Fighting for the 
Disabled at UMass 

Lowell

Chandrika Sharma has a vision. As Assistant 
Coordinator of Disabilities here at UMass 
Lowell, she wants students with learning and 
physical disabilities to be able to access the labs 
on campus easily and efficiently. 

Sharma, who came to the University four 
years ago, wants these students to get equal 
access to education. “Right now the University is 
going through re-engineering, and in order to 
implement better disabled students services, the 
University’s goal is to establish an Office of 
Disabilities,” said Sharma. “We want to expand 
the services and ensure academic success for dis¬ 
abled students.” 

Sharma has expenence in secondary school 
special education. “My expertise is in this area,” 
she said. “When I came here, I knew that my 
vision for this University was far bigger than 
what was available.” 

Sharma has since established two Adaptive 
Computing labs on campus and has networked 
with other universities, researching what was 
available to them. “I want to give a choice to dis¬ 
abled students because they all have different 
needs,” said Sharma. According to Sharma, even¬ 
tually all of the computers on campus will be net¬ 
worked. 

The next project Sharma wants to work on 
is bridge-building with secondary schools. “I 
want to be able to transition students coming into 
the University so that they can get familiar with 
our services,” she said. “Secondary schools don’t 
have that much access and we can act as men¬ 
tors.” 

Sharma wants to give these students self- 


advocacy skills when they enter 
the University. ‘This way, they 
will know exactly what their dis¬ 
ability is and how to access 
things,” she said. “Most learning 
disabled students don’t know 
they have a problem.” Currently, 
there are 70 physically disabled 
students at UMass Lowell and 
about 150 identified learning dis¬ 
abled students. According to 
Sharma, a statistical report says 
that 10% of college students are 
learning disabled in some way. 

Sharma also wants to estab¬ 
lish a transition process with 
graduate students to help them 
get jobs. 

Sharma is currently in the 

process of putting together a pro¬ 
posal for the Department of 
Disabilities Services. “I want to 
be able to offer them an in-house 
assessment at one third of the cost 
and which is covered by their 
insurance,” she said. 

Sharma finds the faculty at 
UMass Lowell the most support¬ 
ive she has ever worked with. 
“I’ve been to other universities 
and heard horror stories about the 
faculty,” she said. “Most of my 
success 1 attribute to my boss. 
Dean Duggan (Associate Dean of 
Students), who has allowed me to 
dream and to take risks.” 

Although Sharma believes 
disabilities services needs to be 
expanded and improved, she 
doesn’t think more money is nec¬ 


essarily Hhe answer. “We need a 
good mixture of people with seri¬ 
ous commitment,” said Sharma. 

The overall budget for dis¬ 
abled students services is about 
$200,000. ‘This is very minimal 
when you think of it,” said 
Sharma. Included in this budget 
are payroll fees, ramps for the 
physically challenged, and com¬ 
puter software and hardware. “I 
would like this university to 
invest in some research which 
can be disseminated to other 
institutions,” she said. 

Sharma believes the key 
component to this plan is the 
Centers For Learning. “They play 
a crucial role in the University’s 
structure, and I want to work 
closely with them,” she said. 

Sharma’s dissertation is the 
learning strategies of students 
with Attention Deficit 
Hyperactivity Disorder as related 
to personality types and learning 
styles. “I envision creating the 
Learning Disabilities Support 
Services,” said Sharma. 

The Office of Disability 
Services puts out a monthl> 
newsletter, called ADApt y as well 
as a literary journal, called 
Insights. They accept fiction, 
essays, poetry and art. 

Chandrika Sharma hope- 
her vision will soon become a 
reality. “I just want disabled stu¬ 
dents to have equal access to edu¬ 
cation,” she said.

Video-Conferencing Bridges Miles

The Commuter Student 
Task Force, consisting of 
commuter students and staff 
members, was formed last 
semester to act as the voice 
of UMass Lowell’s com¬ 
muter students. The mission 
of the task force, according 
to Rev. Imogene Stulken, 
Coordinator of Commuter 
Services at UML, is “to 
address the special needs of 
commuter students, and to 
make the whole campus 
community aware of com¬ 
muters.” 

Rev. Stulken said that 
the task force is currently 
working on taking action on 
the many suggestions given 
in the survey that was 
mailed to students at the end 
of the Spring ‘95 semester. 
So far, the task force has 
had sandwich and snack 
vending machine installed 
on the commuter side of the 
South Campus Dining Hall, 
sot that students can get 
something to eat after the a 
la carte line closes at 2 PM. 
A coffee machine will be up 
and running in the 
McGauvran Student Center 
as soon as the university’s 
plumbers hook the water up 
to the machine. 

Rev. Stulken added that 
the office of Career 
Services is being enhanced, 
with additional staff, so 
they can offer more ser¬ 


vices. Other requests are 
being examined, such as the 
issue of smoking in the 
commuter lounges/eating 
areas, day care services for 
student parents and carpool¬ 
ing/ride sharing. 

Of major concern to the 
task force is the overwhelm¬ 
ing number of suggestions 
for a voice mail system that 
professors can use to 
announce class cancella¬ 
tions in case of inclement 
weather. All students have 
to do is call to find out if 
their classes are canceled. 
Rev. Stulken indicated that 
80% of the students sur¬ 
veyed thought that this was 
a good idea. Assisting the 
task force with this is 
Student Government and 
Dr. Paul W. Rahmeier, 
Associate Vice-Chancellor 
for Instruction. Rev. 
Stulken added that “so far, 
the professors are cooperat¬ 
ing with us.” 

Another program being 
planned is the annual 
Commuter Academic 
Awards held on March 3 in 
Cumnock Auditorium. Rev. 
Stulken said that the awards 
ceremony honors commuter 
students who received a 
GPA of 3.85 or higher for 
the Fall semester. 

Rev. Stulken said that 
the task force has been get¬ 
ting a lot of work accom¬ 
plished and that “the more 
that students get involved, 
the more work the task 
force can do.”

MADISON, Wis.— When 
Wisconsin graduate student 
Gretchen Garrigues strode into 
her interview last spring with 
Citibank in New York, she came 
face to face with her recruiter. 

Garrigues had her business 
suit on, her resume close at hand 
and her nerves under control. In 
fact, the only unusual thyig about 
this interview was that she was 
still in Wisconsin, but her 
recruiter was in New York. 

Once a concept reserved for 
corporate boardrooms and the 
occasional Star Trek episode, 
video-conferencing is fast 
becoming the new wave in on- 
campus recruitment. With new 
systems that use personal com¬ 
puters instead of expensive tele¬ 
visions, the price has fallen to a 
fraction of what it used to be, 
making video-conferencing an 
affordable and convenient way to 
connect a face with a name. 

“The whole concept is kind 
of strange,” Garrigues admits. 

Through the use of a high¬ 
speed telephone, a recruiter and 
interviewee can talk to each other 
at the same pace they would face 
to face, and cameras placed on 
top of PCs at each end allow both 
to see each other with only a 
slight delay. 

But Garrigues said she 
quickly adjusted to the system 
and felt at ease. “My only other 
option would be a phone inter¬ 
view,” she said. “It’s a really 
great opportunity for students at 
schools that are not as close to big 
corporations... in New York '*• 
Los Angeles.” 

After video-conferencing 
with her and several other stu¬ 
dents, Citibank narrowed its 
search down to Garrigues for a 
second interview. She was flown 
out to New York the next day and 
accepted a marketing internship 
offer three days later. 

The speed of today’s job 
search continues to surprise 


Karen Stauffacher, director of the 
business career center at the 
University of Wisconsin- 
Madison. 

“How placement offices 
have changed because of technol¬ 
ogy is just so overwhelming,” she 
said. Partly because of its remote 
location, Wisconsin has been 
using video-conferencing for the 
last three years. Last spring, it 
switched to the more user-friend¬ 
ly PC-based system, first manu¬ 
factured by ViewNet, a company 
based in Madison. 

“People are just too busy,” 
Stauffacher said of the business 
people who recruit Wisconsin 
students. “It isn’t as much the 
cost of getting students there- it’s 
the time.” 

Students usually feel com¬ 
fortable with the desk-top system 
for two to three minutes, although 
it sometimes take recruiters 
longer. “This generation has 
grown up playing Sega Genesis,” 
Stauffacher said. “The middle- 
aged recruiters never mastered 
Nintendo.” 

The desktop craze is what 
inspired ViewNet to develop a 
PC-based system for campus 
recruiting, said Jill Nowicki, the 
company’s sales support manag¬ 
er. 

“We immediately jumped on 
the bandwagon,” she said. 
“Students have grown up with 
computers.” 

In the face of budget cuts, the 
PC-based system offers a low- 
cost way- with an initial invest¬ 
ment of about $5,500 for the 
hardware and software- for com¬ 
panies to recruit could still cast a 
big net,” Nowicki said. “This 
eemed to be the perfect solu¬ 
tion.” 

About two dozen companies 
have signed up, including Proctor 
& Gamble, Intel, Price 
Waterhouse and Chemical Bank. 
About 100 schools, including 
Harvard, Johns Hopkins, 
University of Michigan, Duke 
University and the University of 
Califomia-Los Angeles have also 
subscribed. 


“A lot of schools have 
expressed interest, but it’s a mat¬ 
ter of finding the funding,” she 
said. 

Some companies, like 
Proctor & Gamble, have subsi¬ 
dized funding for the PC-units at 
the schools they consider recruit¬ 
ing hotbeds. 

Ellie Workman, director of 
the MBA placement office at the 
University of Chicago, said her 
university chose ViewNet when 
offered the funding by Proctor & 
Gamble. The school, which hopes 
to have students using the system 
by spring, recognizes the advan¬ 
tages in long-distance interview¬ 
ing, Workman added. 

If a high-tech firm on the 
West Coast wants to interview a 
Chicago student, “instead of hav¬ 
ing to deal with travel, maybe we 
can set up a video conference 
right away,” she said. 

Northwestern University 
recently joined the list of schools 
signed up with ViewNet. Lorraine 
Hasebe, assistant director of the 
career center at the Kellogg 
School of Management, said the 
university sees the potential in 
scheduling overseas interviews. 

International students make 
up about 25 percent of the student 
body at Kellogg. By February, 
some of the students may be 
using ViewNet to schedule inter¬ 
views in Hong Kong or 
Singapore. “This will open 
doors,” she said. 

ViewNet is one of several 
companies competing for the col¬ 
lege market. Competitors such as 
Creative Labs of Milpitas, Calif, 
and Connectix of San Mateo, 
Calif, also sell video-conferenc¬ 
ing systems, although ViewNet is 
the only company that provides 
full service and support. 

After enjoying a summer in 
New York, second-year graduate 
student Garrigues said she looks 
forward to using the system when 
she starts her final career search. 
“I hope a lot of other schools are 
doing it,” she said.

Given all the money 
and hype spent on Boston’s new 
Fleet Center, the multi-purpose 
venue should have the acoustics 
of a quality symphony hall.

Chili Peppers, the sound in the 
Fleet Center is more like listen¬ 
ing to a loud show with alu¬ 
minum cans over your ears. 

On February 8, the Peppers 
brought their funk-laden rock 
fest to a sold-out Fleet Center for 
a rescheduled tour date after 
drummer Chad Smith broke his 
hand playing baseball last year. 
Their set had all the jumping and 
groove expected from the Los 
Angeles based quartet, but it 
never caught a break from the 
reverberations and concentrated 
sound effects of the “new 
Garden”.

Primus - Tales from the Punchbowl (Enhanced CD- 
ROM, interscope) 


This interactive disc opens you to “Captain Shiner’s” liquid 
and Dali-esque world created mostly by bassist/singer Les Claypool. 
The world within “Punchbowl” is very child-like, yet has a slight 
complexity and is just plain cool; much like Primus’ music. The 
great thing is getting to navigate your way through the album as if it 
was an entire sub-universe. 

Warped and herb influenced, Claypool has once again 
shown why he attracts such a limited audience. His uncanny and 
wacky bass lines partnered with humorous lyrics are Primus’ trade¬ 
mark and it takes some effort to take them seriously. “Punchbowl” is 
quality rock-a-billy funk and adds to the band’s unique track record 
of some of the weirdest song titles ever; “Southbound Pachyderm”, 
“Del Davis Tree Farm” and “Wynonna’s Big Brown Beaver”. 

But overall the album has plenty of potential, and it’s unfor¬ 
tunate that Claypool only sings like he’s a kid on speed with an 
incredible imagination. The first track, “Professor Nutbutter’s House 
of Treats” moves along and has Claypool hammering at his bass in a 
fantastic frenzy proving he is one of the best in the business; but he 
still sounds like he’s calling a ho-down. 

As far as the interactive side of the disc, most of the art and 
animation was done by Claypool, but drummer Tim “Herb” 
Alexander and guitarist Larry Lalonde each added design and sample 
ideas. The user is aboard “Capt. Shiner’s” ferryboat and a number of 
ingenious icons allow you to navigate through what is probably 
Primus’ “Sea’s of Cheese” (see their 1991 release). Floating on the 
water is other icons for each song and they each hold a special treat 
vithin. You’ll have to see it for yourself, some of it is just bizarre 
beyond comprehension, but nonetheless impressive.
